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NOTE TO THE GENERAL READER 


The arrangement of the plates is basically chronological (though I have 
occasionally placed a picture out of its position to point a comparison or 
contrast). 

The successive changes in pictorial style and the overlapping of styles are thus 
made evident. 

The letter s. in brackets after the title of a picture in a caption stands for 
‘signed’ ; m. stands for monogrammed ; doc. stands for documented. 

Unless the word ‘Detail’ is included in the caption the whole picture is repro- 
duced. Exceptions are Plates 872 and 873 which are a little trimmed at the top 
and Plate 883 which is a little trimmed on the right hand side. 

The INDEX OF PAINTERS (pp. XV-XVii in this volume) gives the plate numbers 
of the works reproduced by each artist. 

Mentions of these painters in the general conspectus contained in PART I of 
VOLUME I can be found by reference to the INDEX TO PART I in that volume. 

Further information about the painters can be found in the DICTIONARY OF 
FLEMISH PAINTERS which constitutes PART I Of VOLUME I and is alphabetically 
arranged. 
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NOTE TO SPECIALIST STUDENTS 


When a date is included in my captions to the plates it is always either on the 
picture or known by documentation; it is never a conjecture on style grounds. 

As explained in my NOTE TO SPECIALIST STUDENTS in VOLUME I, when a con- 
ventional name of my invention (ending with the word ‘Painter’) is used for the 
painter of a picture of unknown authorship, e.g. London Virgin with a Firescreen 
Painter (Frontispiece), the authorship presumed by the compiler of the museum 
catalogue at the time of writing can be found in the entry for my invented name 
in the DICTIONARY OF FLEMISH PAINTERS which constitutes PART It of VOLUME I.
